vel, Daniel, Telverton and Snigpg were aſſembled in the Star-Cham- 
ber , where the Lord Chancelour after a long ſpeech , made by 
him concerning 7=ſtices of Peace, and his Exhortation to the 
J sof Aﬀiſe, _ —_ concerning Papifts and Puri- 
Yasns, declaring how tliey both vvere Diſturbers of the State , 
and that the King intending toſuppreſs them, and to bave the 
Laws putin Execution againſt them , demanded of the 7uſtices 
their Reſolutions in three-things ; Firſ, vvhether the Depri- 
vation of Puritan Miniſters by the high Commiſffioners, for re. 
fuling to_conform ' themſelves to the Ceremonies appointed, by 
the laſt Canons vyas lawful? Whereto all the 7»ftices anſwe- 
red , That they had conferred thereof before, and beld ir to

Commiſſioners'to be made by the Queen, doth' nor confer a- 
ny new Power , bnt'explain and declare the ancient Power : 
And therefore they held it clear, *©* That the King without 
« Parliament might make Orders and Conſtitutions for the 
© Government of the Clergy, and might deprive 'them if 
«they obeyed not: And ſo the Commiſſioners wight deprive 
them; but they could not make any Conſtitutions vvithout 
the King ; and the cypigng of ſuch Ordinances. by Procla- 
mation 1s a moſt gratious Admonition, and for as much as 
they have refuſed ro obey , they were lawfully deprived by

To which reſolution all the Lords a- 
reed; And then many of the Lords declared, that ſome of 
. Puritaus had raiſed a falſe rumour of 'the King, how he. 
intended to grant a Toleration to Papiſts, which Offence the 
Juſtices conceived to be heinouſly finable by the rules of the 
Common- Law, either in the Kings Bench, -or by the King. and 
Chamber : And the Lords ſeverally declared , how the King 
vvas diſcontented vvith the ſaid falſe Rumour , and had made -
